Shooting 
ability, 
like 
other 
fundamentals 
of 
basketball, is something that can be improved through 
practice. L et’s start with your feet, which may sound 
funny, and end up with your eyes. 
In shooting, keep your feet a com fortable distance 
apart, usually about the width of your shoulders is a good 
distance. Relax, and bend your knees slightly. The ball 
should be released off of the fingertips and d o n ’t forget to 
follow through. You should end up with the palm of the 
shooting hand facing the basket. 
N ow let’s get to the eyes. Aim is very important in 
shooting. Concentrate on where you want to shoot, 
whether you intend to use the backboard or shoot for the 
rim. Generally speaking, angle shots should be banked off 
the board. Try and aim for the front part o f the rim, and 
shoot a soft shot. Many times the ball will then go in off 
the rim. 
When shooting the jump shot, remember that it is not 
important to get very far off the ground. It is far more 
important to be able to get off your shot quickly and 
accurately. Very few of your top basketball players 
actually jump that high, it is far more important to shoot 
quickly.

BOB (SHOWBOAT) HALL ON PASSING 
Passing is a very important part of the game. Although 
the guy that makes the basket usually gets the headlines, if 
it weren’t for som eone passing him the ball, the basket 
couldn’t be made. Good passing is important because it 
insures confidence and good team morale. Always try and 
keep the ball moving, keep it hot. Try and make your 
passes snappy and sharp, and try to avoid careless passing. 
You will find that there is a pass for every situation. I 
even have a pass for when I am reaching for a glass of 
water on the bench! Seriously, the basic passes are the 
chest pass, the bounce pass and the baseball pass. 
The two-hand chest pass is a short pass not exceeding 
over 15 feet. The hands are held on the side and the ball is 
released with a snap of the wrists. 
The bounce pass is used to pass the ball when som eone 
is closely guarding you. On the Globetrotters we use the 
bounce pass to get the ball to the pivot man, or we use it 
against a press. The ball should be snapped down, with the 
bound coming as close to the man you are passing to as 
possible. 
The baseball pass is probably the hardest of all to 
com plete accurately. It is used to trigger a fast break or to 
throw the length of the court. The ball is released like a 
catcher in baseball releases the ball, from behind the ear. 
This is in effective pass, but it takes a great deal of 
p ra c tic e to do it well. 


PABLO ROBERTSON’S DRIBBLING EXERCISES 
In order to becom e a good dribbler, you must be ready 
to practice constantly. In dribbling, this practice can often 
become very boring. That is why I have devised two 
special exercises to help you become a better dribbler and 
have fun at the same time. D on’t forget that just because 
you are working hard, you don’t have to forget about having 
a little fun. 
In the first exercise, line up eight to ten chairs in a 
straight line or row. Leave a few feet between the chairs 
and bouncing the ball slowly, weave in and out between 
the chairs. Start slow ly and increase your pace as you go 
until you eventually are going as fast as you can. 


In the second exercise, take the chairs and place them 
in a circle, about eight to ten feet across. Do the same 
things you did in the first exercise, except you will find it 
more difficult going in a circle then you did going in a 
straight line. Again, start out slowly and try and build up 
your pace until you can go between the chairs without 
hitting them or without losing control o f the ball. 


Keep working at dribbling, and try changing hands. 
After you master your right hand, work on your left. 
Soon you will be able to not only master change of hands, 
but also changes in the speed you are dribbling. Above all, 
don’t forget to practice hard, but try and have fun at the 
same time.

Passing is a very im portant part of the game. Although 
the guy that makes the basket usually gets the headlines, if 
it weren’t for someone passing him the ball, the basket 
couldn’t be made. G ood passing is im portant because it 
insurns confidence and good team morale. Always try and 
keep the ball moving, keep it hot. T ry and make your 
passes snappy and sharp, and try to avoid careless passing. 
Y ou will find that there is a pass for every situation. I 
even have a pass for when 1 am reaching for a glass of 
water on the bench! Seriously, the basic passes are the 
chest pass, the bounce pass and the baseball pass. 
The two-hand chest pass is a short pass not exceeding 
over 15 feet.

The baseball pass is probably the hardest of all to 
complete accurately. It is used to trigger a fast break or to 
throw the length of the court. The ball is released like a 
catcher in baseball releases the ball, from behind the ear.

Keep working at dribbling, and try changing hands. 
A fter you master your right hand, work on your left. 
Soon you will be able to not *>nly master change of hands, 
but also changes in the speed you are dribbling. Above all, 
don’t forget to practice hard, but try and have fun at the 
same time.
